Redistricting to be decided

GRANITE CITY — Only a handful of parents 
turned out at Niedringhaus School on Tuesday 
night for the third and final public hearing on 

ed redistricting. 
e District 9 school board will vote May 2 on 
the proposal, which will affect four schools. 

One part of the proposal calls for children who 
live in the 2200 blocks of Adams, Benton, Cleve- 
land, Delmar, Edison, State and Grand to be redis- 
tricted to Prather School from Niedringhaus. Bus 
transportation will be provided. 

The measure will affect all incoming children 
while those currently enrolled at Niedringhaus will 
be given the option to stay. 

W. Richard Brinkhoff, elementary education 
administrative assistant, added that after those in 
the 2200 blocks and seeking not to transfer are 
accommodated, kindergarten-age children who 
already have a sibling at Niedringhaus will be 
given priority. 

Such decisions would take effect on the eighth 
day of the fall term. 

Stephanie Walden, who lives in the 2200 block of 
Delmar Ave., said she was uncertain whether she 
should register her kindergartener at Nic i 
or at Prather; Walden currently has two 
enrolled at Niedringhaus. 

“You should always register your child at your 
home school whether you plan a transfer or not,” 
Ellen Voyles, Niedringhaus principal, said. 

No transfers will be allowed in or out of Niedrin- 
ghaus School until after Labor Day when stabilized 
(sixth-day) enrollment figures will be available.

This will cause some difficulty for Pat Pryor, 
whose daughter attends Niedringhaus on a hard- 
ship transfer. Like other children, her child will 
have to attend her ‘‘home’: school, at least until 
after the holiday. Then, space permitting, she 
could be allowed to ‘‘transfer in” to Niedringhaus. 

“After the people in the 2200 blocks are taken 
care of, you will be given first choice,’’ Superin- 
tendent Gib Walmsley told Pryor. 

“There may not be a space for your daugh- 
ter — it’s a reality and we have to tell you that it 
might happen.”’ 

Walmsley said the 2200 blocks will not be redis- 
tricted again in the immediate future, a concern 
brought up at another of the hearings. 

The concern surrounded the impact that the con- 
struction of housing at the Army se, the Charles 
Melvin Price Support Center, would have on 
Prather enrollment; 100 apartments are being 
built. Brinkhoff did not have estimates at that 
meeting but provided them Tuesday night. 

The district currently has 69 students from the 
existing 64 housing units at the base. Of those, 43 
are elementary level, 10 are junior high level and 
16 are high school level. 

Brinkhoff said that Renee Miller, director of the. 
Army center’s housing, estimated that the district 
would receive 150 to 200 students by the fall of 1990 
when construction of 100 new units is completed. 

Another part of the proposal calls for the redis- 
tricting of children living in the 600, 1700, and 
3200-3500 buildings of the Kirkpatrick Homes from 
Webster School to Marshall School. About 19 chil- 
dren will be immediately affected and given the 
option to attend either of the schools.

Dixon steps up drug war 
in Senate caucas effort 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Alan J. 
Dixon, D-Belleville, a member of 
the Senate International Narcot- 
ics Control Caucus, has called 
for new _ solutions, greater 
emphasis on drug education pro- 
grams at home, and crop eradi- 
cation efforts abroad. 

Dixon’s goal is to stem the 
rise of drug use in the United 
States. He appeared at the first 
hearing of the Caucus in the 
10ist Congress on April 19. 

Dixon noted the United States, 
with only 5 percent of the 
world’s population consumes 50 
percent of the world’s drugs, and 
said the time had come for new 
solutions. 

Dixon spoke of the difficult 
challenge of addressing drug-de- 
pendent South and Central 
American economies. Dixon 
said, ‘‘Many of the countries of 
Central and South America are 
desperately poor. Their econo- 
mies would collapse without the 
monies from the drug trade and 
hundreds of thousands of poopie 
would lose their way of living. 
Five-hundred thousand to 600,000 
farmers alone are involved in 
harvesting coca leaves. How are 


we to reduce production when it 
is such a mainstay in the lives 
of so many? 

“The Medellin and Cali cartels 
in Columbia,’’ Dixon continued, 
earn in one year as much as the 
net revenues of some of this 
country’s most well known cor- 
porations. Drugs rank higher 
than coffee as Columbia’s princi- 
pal foreign exchange earner. 

In terms of cocaine dollars 
‘which return to the source coun- 
try, Peru’s cocaine exports equal 
23 to 27 percent of its legal 
exports and Bolivia’s cocaine 
export equals 53 to 95 percent of 
its legal exports. Given such sta- 
tistics, is it any wonder our crop 
eradication programs have met 
with little success?” 

Dixon also welcomed Peter 
Bensinger, former administrator 
of the Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration, who appeared as a wit- 
ness before the Caucus. Said 
Dixon, ‘‘He was not only an out- 
standing director of the Illinois 
Department of Corrections, but 
he also served with distinction 
as chief of the Chicago Crime 
Commission and the Federal 
Drug Enforcement Agericy.”’

Wright’s ethics not bringing mail, phone calls

WASHINGTON — If the 
letters and phone calls of constit- 
uents Back home are any gauge, 
the ethical quandaries of House 
Speaker Jim Wright, D-Texas, 
have not become the political 
liability that many predicted 
they would be. 


The offices of U.S. Reps. Jerry 
Costello and Richard Durbin as 
well as both U.S. senators from 
Illinois, Democrats Alan Dixon 
and Paul Simon, report receiv- 
ing very few calls and even less 
mail on the topic. 


“Jt’s just not a burning issue 
in my district,’’ said Costello, 
D-Belleville, whose office report- 
ed Getting only two form letters 
on Wright’s conduct. 


A spokesman for Dixon said 
bis office received only two 
handwritten letters and eight 
form letters, while the office of

Volunteers from the Madison 
Fire Department provided a 
Pumper and a deck gun. Granite. 
City equipment used at the fire 
included the telesquirt, aerial 
truck and two pumpers. 

On Cayuga Street, someone 
using a propane torch may have 
inadvertantly started the fire, 
and two pumper trucks were dis- 
patched, Bernaix said. 

Threads around the torch 
apparently ignited and the torch 
was thrown outside, but it must 
have hit the back door and ignit- 
ed the porch, Bernaix said; the 
fire then spread to the kitchen 
and the attic area of the frame 
dwelling.

Soa large group of Warrior 
baseball players were caught 
doing something not too smart a 
week ago Friday night. 

There apparently was a party 
at which alcohol was one of the 
premier attractions. As it turned 
out, 16 varsity players and two 
sophomores were suspended 
Monday for for four dates, which 
covers five varsity games.

But the fact remained that 
there was a party at a_ house 
where a few members of other 
teams in town for the Granite 
City Round Robin Tournament 
were staying overnight 


Some of those players were in 
a situation they had no desire to 
be in and reported the matter to 
their coach, who confronted Pat- 
ton with it last Saturday 


Oh,’well. It was a bad mistake 
and the players involved are 

ying the penalty. It could have 
Been worse, As Patton said, the 
‘disciplinary council dealing with 
‘the matter had the option to sus- 
‘pend the players for the balance 
of the season. 


But all things considered, 
nothing too damaging occurred 
Patton and head coach Bob Ste- 
gemeier are anxious to put the 
matter behind them and move 
on, 

Stegemeier recalled an inci- 
dent in 1978 in which several 

layers were suspended right 

fore the regional when he was 
the coach at Granite City North 
The Steelers lost the regional, 
but came back in 1979 and went 
to the state tournament. 

So such problems can be put 
aside. It’s really hard to say how 
this will affect the Warriors once 
all the players are back on the 
field.

Charlie Chaplin is better 
known today for his waddle than 
for his films. The pocket-sized 
actor, often hailed as the great 
est film comedian of all time, 
has been reduced these days by 
impersonators to a derby hat, a 
cane and a pile of IBM comput- 
ers. Even his mustache seems 
borrowed from Adolf Hitler, 
which of course is ridiculous, 





because Chaplin. sported it 
decades earlier 
April 16 was the 100th anniver- 


sary of Chaplin's birthday, and 
Key Video — hoping to cele 
brate the event as well as cash 
in on it — has re-released 11 
Chaplin titles, from a ‘Chaplin 
Revue’’ of short films shot in 
1918 to the long-suppressed “A 
King in New York” (1957, Key, 
$19.98) 

Chaplin, who died in 1977, 
ranks as the first king of the 
hyphen-crazy film artists. He 
often weighed in as actor-direc 
tor-producer-writer. For good 
measure, he sometimes added 
musical composer and played 
the two leading roles, as he did 
in ‘‘The Great Dictator’’ (1940) 

The United States — fearful of 
his supposed Communist lean- 





ings — refused to allow him to 
enter the country starting in 
1952. 


“I have no further use for 
America,’’ Chaplin said at the 
time. ‘‘I wouldn’t go back there 
if Jesus Christ was president.” 
But he did go back, for a special! 
Academy Award in 1972. 

The families of his four brides 
probably were not all too thrilled 
with him either. Chaplin was the 
Jerry Lee Lewis of his day. His 
first two wives were 16 years old 
at their respective nuptials 
Chaplin was 54 when he married 
his fourth wife, Oona O'Neill, 
granddaughter of the famous 
playwright Eugene O'Neill; she 
was 18 on her wedding night

A program of increased Med-
